Lowpon, April 27.—Two days ago at the ban- 
quet given to the Lord Mayor of London, Lord 
Onslow spoke in favor of increasing the num - 
ber of life Peersin order to strengthen the 
House of Lords. Onslow only holds a subor- 
@inate position in the Government and now- 
adays nearly every Peer has his own pet 
scheme for reforming his own House, there- 
fore bis words attracted little or no attention. 
Now it is clear that that was the first official 
intimation of the intention of the Govern- 
ment. Nothing is more significant in the 
progress of agitation against irresponsible, 
hereditary legislators than Salisbury’s recog- 
nition that something must be done. The 
mere proposal of former days to make one 
Judge Baron Parke a life Peer, caused the 
defeat of co powerfula Minister as Palmers- 
ton. Smce then the principle has been ad- 
mitted to a certain extent, but only Lords of 
Appeal under the appellate jurisdiction, by 
the act of 1876, are eligible, and at present 
there are four ofthese members. Salisbury’s 
proposal, of course, will not conciliate the 
party of reform. The News to-day declares 
that 180 peers, chosen by the existing House 
of Lords, would have no more authority than 
the body from which they proceeded, that is, 
none at all. It is notorious that Salisbury 
would rather leave matters asthey stand. He 


once expressed a high opinion of the United 


States Senate, but accompanied it with the 
additional opinion that there existed no 
material for the formation of such a body in 
England. 

LETTERS REPLACING SPEECHES. 

Since the opportunities of making speeches 
in the House of Commons have been curtailed 
by the new rules, many members have taken 
more and more to stating their views in long 
letters to the newspapers. To-day Harcourt, 
who invariably leads the Liberal party in the 
absence of Gladstone, sends to the Times an 
interesting contribution respecting the in- 
crease of sentences on appeal in Ireland, in 
answer to Col. Slade, who naively deciares 
that such a course is not an innovation as it 
was often taken in the case of courts martial.

They had two sons by their union, now 
aged 6 and 8 years. Two years ago 
they separated, for some reason unknown. 
Mrs. Kleeschulte has lived for about three 
months in a small house on what is known as 
the Henry Beck farm, an isolated place about 
one mile from the Mississippi River, with her 
two boys. One of her brothers lived near by. 
The murderer had threatened about one year 
agototake his wife’s life, and true to his 
most inhuman and fiendish threat, carried it 
into execution at 7 o’clock this morning.

A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Mr. Frank Miltenberger Killed at Forest 
Park To-Day. 


This morning Mrs. Robert H. Kern and a 
lady friend were driving in Forest Park when 
they discovered a child crying by the 
roadside.

SmiTH, Ark., April 27.—The con- 
demned murderers, each spent a good night. 
Hill was heard praying several times. He ate 
very little breakfast and spent most of the 
morning in prayer. Moss broke down 
and cried. Hill repeatedly declared that he 
was ready and impatient to go. Crow talked 
very little and seemed in better condition than 
either of the others. At 10 o’clock the men 
were each given a neat suit of black clothes. 
Crow’s clothes were much too large and he 
laughed at the fit they made. The death war- 
rants were read by Deputy Marshal John 
Carroll to each of the men separately in the 
jail corridor at 12:40 p. m. They listened to it 
withoutany emotion, except Hill, who was very 
nervous and could not talk. The prisoners 
then shackled, and the procession 
started to the gallows with a guard upon 
each side, Moss taking the lead. 
They walked steadily, Hill singing loudly an 


improvised farewell. They mounted the scaf- 
told steadily, Crow with a half smile on his 
face and Hill still singing. Upon his breast he 
wore a large card bearing t letters M. 8. 
B, made of hairs his mother, brother and 
sister had sent him. On the scaffold a short, 
fervent prayer was Offered, dnd they were 
placed on the death trap while the ropes 
were being adjusted. Hill kept up his running 
song of farewell and good will to all, saying 
he was standing at the doors of heaven. The 
others did not utter a word after mounting the 
scaffold, except to say farewell tothe guards.

The crime for which George Moss was 
hanged wasfor the murderof George Taft 
last fall in the Red River voy of the Chicka- 
saw Nation.

The last seen of 
him alivehe was on horseback loeking for 
some live stock, and in his search met George 
Moss, a mulato, Dick Butler and Faitor Jones.

JACK CROW’S CRIME. 

Jack Crow, a half-breed negro Choctaw, was 
convicted of the murder of Charles Wilson, a 
prominent Choctaw politician, during the last 
election excitement, two years ago, in the 
Choctaw Nation. Wilson insisted on wearing 
arevolver. The Choctaw police, of opposite 
political belief, determined to enforce the law 
and four of them started in search of Wilson. 
On the weg they met Crow 
and compelled im to accompany them. 
On meeting Wilson a fight ensued and the poli- 
ticlan was Killed. All five men were arrested, 
but the four Indfan pe were turned over 
to the Indian authorities who dismissed the 
case aguinst them. Orow being part negro 
came under the jurisdiction of the Federal 
authorities andin his secend trial was con- 
victed. He protested his Immocence through- 
out, but was unable to set up a strong defense 
as he could not speak English, and one of the 
the policemen appeared against him in the 
trial, swearing that Crow fired the first and 
fatalshot. Many doubt the justice of his sen- 
tence. He bas been very unruly and often 
asked why tue others escaped, 

HILL’S CRIME. 

Owen D. Hill, a negro, was convicted ofthe 
murder of his wife inthe Creek Nation, near 
Muskogee, about one yearago. He had en 
good care of his wife and mother-in-law, but 
the latter seemed to keep up a continual row, 
and finally induced the daughter to leave her 
husband. Unable to induce her to return to 
his cabin, he attacked her with a razor 
cutting her throat.

As he started from the 
house he picked up his infant and 
carried it to a neighbor's, leaving it on 
the door steps with a request to care for it. 
He then hid in the bushes until some one re- 
turned home and took charge of the child. He 
then left the country but was soon arrested, 
and in his trial last November his mother-in- 
law wasthe only witness against him. He 
maintained his innocence without avail, 
After conviction he became very religious, 
talked freely and recently intimated that his 
mother-in-law committed the crime. He was 
born in Chambers Qounty, Ala., in 1860, and 
lived in the Territory several years, where he 
was always looked upon as a steady reliable 
man, 

THREE RESPITED. 

Jeff Hildebrandt, Kdmund Patterson and 
Dick Southerland were to have been executed 
to-day. The former two have been given ten 
days respite, and Southeriand’s sentence was 
commuted to imprisonment for life. Hilde- 
brandt is dying of consumption and will not 
Jive until the respite is up.

The Majesty of the Law Vindicated To-Day

He said that he felt sure 
he was te to a place of torment 
and would orever be persecuted for 
his great sin. The execution was in

= PRATER’S CRIME. 

Che crime for which Jack Prater was hanged 
Was the killing of Andrew Jackson, a negro, 
onthe Mth of July, 1885. Shortly after dark 
ofthis night Jacksonand his family were in 
his cabin ka Orangeburg County when a 
charge ot buckshot was fired through a hole 
inthe cabin. The full charge struck Jackson 
and killed him immediately. Several stray 
thot severely injured a child. Three negroes 
were arrested soon after on suspicion and one 
ofthem, Jack Prater, was convicted, the tes- 
timony going to show that he had said during 
the day that he intended to kill Jackson be- 
cause he had ap as a witness inst 
him in a trialthe day before. ® was traced 
to the scene of the murder and fried to intimi- 
date men to eee them to wear to an 
ulibi for him, he clinching testtmony 
was an admission said to Have been made 
by him on the night of the murder.

MADE A CONFESSION, 


John B. Biscoe Hanged for the Murder of 
Capt. R. F. Dixon. 


LEONARDTOWN, Md., April 27.—John B. Bis- 
coe, colored, was executed here to-day for 
the murder of Capt. R. P. Dixon, on the Po- 
tomac River, at the close of August, 1886. The 
execution was private, as under the law only 
twenty persons are permitted to be present. 
The murder of which Biscoe was twice con- 
victed, after two trials, was committed on the 


Potomac River, near the mouth of Machodoo 
Creek, August 29, Oapt. Dixon was 
sailing the sloop J., with Bise 


coe as a hand, and they were the 
only people on the boat. The sloo left 
Washington on the morning of August 27, and 


nothing was heard of her until Sunday morn- 
ing, August 30, when a gentleman diseovered 
the boat sailing from the Virginia shore to near 
the mouth of Briton’s Bay in St. Mary’s Coun- 
ty. The sloop was abandoned by a man aad 
left with sail fapping. This attracted the at- 
tention of the gentlemen, and he also observed 
that the boat was drifting about. Later in the 
day some gentiemen boarded the boat and 
found from the quantities of blood about the 
decks and in the cabin, evidences of murder. 
On the Tuesday following, the body of Capt. 
Dixon was found on the Virginia shore of the 
Potomac River just outside of the mouth of 
Machodoc Creek. . 

Biscoe was arrested on the steamer Thomson 
at Leonardtown wharf on the Wednesday 
night after the murder. Last February Biscoe 
made a full confession, which to-day is made 
public. He claimed that Capt. Dixon had re- 
peatedly threatened his life, and that on the 
night of the murder the Captain attacked him 
with a carving knife, and that in self-defense 
he struck the Captain over the head with a 
stick and knocked him tothe floor of the cabin 
senseless, and before he could recover he took 
the body and threw it overboard. Biscoe’s 
claim that he committed the murder in self- 
defense was not sustained by the evidence, 
and he wastried and found guilty of murder 
in the first degree. Biscoe was attended to 
the last by Fathers Jenkins and Wallace of the 
Catholic Church.

MUNICIPAL FINANCES. 


The Taxation of the Extended Limits Under 
Consideration—Public Debt. 


To-night the Council will consider the bill to 
fix the rate of taxation for the extended city 
limits, over the assessment of which the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly was given control by the 
charter election, February 28 of this year. 
Aceording to the latest calculation of 
the revenue the Comptroller has been led to 


believe that a reduction of 5 centa per $100 can 
be made on the rate for the payment of 
bonded indebtedness and interest on the 
same. The highest bond now out is 7 per cent. 
The amount of municipal indebtedness bonded - 
at this rate issmall. The remaining and far 
greater part of the indebtedness is secured by 
bonds bearing interest at rate of 3.65 per cent, 
4 percent, 5 per cent and 6 per cent. If the 
rate was kept up it would increase the re- 
demption fund, but it is deemed a wiser policy 
by the financial officers to lighten the burden 
of taxation and to decrease the annual demand 
on the city by refunding the bonds ata lower 
rate of interest, leaving posterity a part to 
ay for parks, public buildings and municipal 
mprovements which they will enjoy more 
than the present generation of tax-payers. 

The — mage wed office has also decided to 
make another change in the annual showing 
of the condition of the city’s finances. Here- 
tofore the water-works, county and munici- 
pal indebtedness have been summed up and 
carried as municipal indebtedness, making a 
total of nearly $22,000,000. Chicago carries an 
indebtedness of only $13,000,000 under this 
head, and New York $84,000,000, neither count- 
water-works and county indebtedness under 
that head, like this city.

WINTER WHEAT. 


A Decline in General Conditions | Showing of 
Various States. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 27.—The Nord. 
western Miller report of crop conditions says: 
Cold, dry and backward weather has been 
the orderof the day for the last six weeks. 
Instead of asteady improvement there has 
been a steady decline in general conditions of 


the winter wheat crop up to this time. The 
outlook on the Pacific slope is by 
no means encouraging, the future de- 


pending entirely upon rains, An unusually 
long dry term is at present causing much 
anxfety asto future results. Illinois to-day 


makes the poorest showing foracrop of win- 
ter wheat of any State in the belt and the indi- 
eations are that the State will prove a failure 
so far as yield is concerned, unless the present 
extreme conditions are mitigated. Indiana 
has made no improvement since the last re- 
port, and there is no change for the better to 
note inthe condition of Ohio. The weather 
still keeps cold and backward in Michigan and 
the crop looks brown andunhealthy. Its con- 
dition cannot be determined until warm 
weather puts in an appearance. Mis- 
souri shows nothing to-day to war- 
rant a oro as large as lust 
season. While the outlook in Kansas is still 
encouraging, yet the fact can not be disguised 
that insects have appeared in various portions 
of the State. The reports from Tennessee are 
still favorable, as are those from Tegas, and 
there is no change in the outlook of Kentucky. 
All through Canada the wheat is still back. 
ward and looks brown, but has been well pro- 
tected all winter and is thought to have come 
through all right. A very thorough 
survey of the spring wheat situation in 
the Northwest shows that in Manitoba 
weather continues very backward, and seed- 
ing is from ten to twelve days later than last 
year and the general conditions are not very 
fayorable. Minnesota and Dakota seeding is 
about twelve to fourteen days late, but the 
condition ofthe ground is thought to be an off- 
set for the lateness of the season. Seeding has 
practically commenced this week. The re- 
orts show a decrease in acreage in Iowa and 
Lebraska.

It has sim- 
ply put propositions aside and has played at 
hide and seek concerning details of proposed 
plans of amalgamation. The Trust bore with 
this a long time, and now having grown weary 
of delays—which may be continued until 1890— 
when the exclusive franchise of the St. Louis 
Gas Light Company lapses and

without the income with which it could be 
sustained in fighting the Laciede in the north- 
ern portion of the city—proposes to begin a 
fight in the territory north of Washington 
avenue, where the Laclede people vend gas, to 
foree the Laclede people to capitulate.

THE OLIVE BRANCH, 


The Louisville Presbytery on the Union of 
Northern and Southern Churches. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 27.—The Presbytery 
of Louisville has adopted the following con- 
cerning the union ofthe Northern and South- 
ern churches: 

In reference to the question of union be- 
tween the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America, and the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States, commonly designated as 


the Northern and Southern Presbyterian 
Churches, the Presbytery of Louisville now in 
session, expresses the following judgment, 


viz.: Until our Northern brethren can see 
their way clear to adopt the policy 
of organizing the colored people of 


the Northern States into separate churches, 
presbyteries and synods of their own; and 
until there shall be a clearer aud fgller under- 
standing brought to bear upon e minds of 
many of our people in reference to their in- 
terp retation and application of those points 
of our common ecclesiastical law that deal 
with secular and political questions, we judge 
that the quiet, peace and prosperity of both 
churches will be best secured be ceasing to 
agitate or prosecute the question of organic 
union, at least for the present. We have 
reached this judgment from opinions 
expressed among ourselves, as well as opin- 
ions and judgments that come to us 
through various sources, from different parts 
of our Southern church. Whatever, there- 
fore, may bethe individual views, feelings 
and desires of some of the members of this 
presbytery in regardtothe great question of 
organic union, yet, forthe sake of harmony, 
and toawait the unfolding of God’s provi- 
dence in the future, we do all now join in the 
above expressed judgment; and, while ex- 
pressing ourselves thus, we at the same time 
affirm that we cherish toward our Northern 
brethren the most kind and fraternal 
feelings. We admire their learning and 
ability, acknowledge their piety, zeal and 
enterprise in preaching and extending 
the spread and trlumphs of the gospel; com- 
mend their interest in and tbeir labors for the 
intellectual and spiritual advancement of 
Southern colored People: believe they are of 
like faith and order with ourselves; and do 
therefore most heartily rejoice in their grow- 
ing power and prosperity. Their standards 
of doctrine and church order are our stand- 
ards, whatever differences of views may ob- 
tain between them and us in reference to the 
exact interpretation of a fewof the points 
contained in these. Hence their success every- 
where is, in part at least, our success. We 
are one ip a true scriptural sense, even in the 
3 or accomplished organic 
union.’

THE UNION PACIFIC. 


Representative Anderson’s Bill to Bring 
Suit Against the Read. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcu. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—Representa- 
tive Anderson of Iowa, in discussing the bil 
introduced by him on Monday last directifg 
the Attorney-General to bring suit aguinst the 
Union Pacific Railroad for the recovery of the 
debt due the Government, said to the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent last night: ‘‘I shall 
offer my bill as a substitute for the Outhwaite 


bill, which is now pending in the House. I 
am confidentthere are enough members who 
feel as 1 do about this matter to make a very 
lively fight when the question of this enormous 
debt is again taken up. It appears that the 
interstate commercejaw has effected no re- 
duction in the earnings of the road. The 
funded debt of the road has decreased $1,788, - 
472 this last year, andthe cost of assets over 
floating liabilities are diminished $940,500, 
making a net reduction of debt amounting to 
$838,971. It is stated that 33.000, 0% will be 
needed for equipment during 18388 and early in 
1889, for whicn ten-year equipment notes are 
to be issued. The investment and permanent 
improvement account increased 36,818. 794, of 
whieh $5,580,979 has been invested in branches 
and extensions. Three bundred and fifty 
miles of road have been built. Of the amount 
expended, $48,000 came from sales of securi- 
ties and $8,600,000 from surplus revenues, 
otherwise applicable for dividends. 

The income account of the company shows 
for the year 1887 a balance of $38,580,507 upon 
the capital stock, and that 5.91 per cent has 
been earned after the payment of all fixed 
charges and governmental requirements. At 
the close of the year the company had notes 

ayable amounting to $3,335,000, the gross 

oating debt aggregating $7,464,443, and cash 
offsets exceeding the debt by $401,689. The 
California passenger business increased 14.12 
per cent and there was a large increase in 
Pacific Coast freight, which was due to the 
Oregon lumber business, Soutbern California 
products and better rates. 

‘*These statements I have made almost i 
the language of the report just made, yet th 
Union Pacific is a supplicant at the doors of 
Congress, pleading poverty as a reason for not 
its honest debts when they shall fail 
due. In the permanent improvement account 
you will observe an increase of $6,818,794, of 
which five and haif millions were spent 
upon branches and extensions. Three and 
a half millions of this money came from the 
surplus revenues applicable to either divi- 
dends or to the extinguishment of the debt of 
the road. How can the Government expect to 
recover itsown when the road is investing 
every dollar it can earn in branches and ex- 
tensions, over which the United States lien 
does not extend? Let something be done in 
this matter before it is too late.

THE REPUBLICAN CITY COMMITTEE PRE-

Another Delay in the Settlement of the Poll- 
Book Controversy in the Supreme Court— 
Partial Reports of an Encouraging Char- 
acter From the Sub-Committees on Ar- 
rangements for the National Democratic 
Convention—Political Notes.
